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Foxhound men met at the home of the Haight family at Litch- 
field the first part of the month for a hound show. Eleven packs 
competed, representing the hunting organizations of all of New 
England. The value of such gatherings to further foxhunting 1s ex- 
tremely high because it brings together in a joint enterprise those 
men and women whose initiative and enterprise must be responsible 
for the maintenance of the sport of hunting with hounds and horses. 

A hound show is principally of value to give masters visual proof 
of the success of their breeding theories. It is one thing for Homer 
Gray to send a bitch to Virginia to be bred to Fletcher Harper’s good 
stud dog, but it is another thing when as a result of this mating, 
judges in their considered opinion, award Rombout the championship 
of the American Hound division. After twenty-five years breeding 
and developing hounds, Mr. Gray should be justifiably proud of the 
result of this breeding experiment which produced a great hound. 
Without such a show neither Messrs. Harper or Gray would have 
had an opportunity to see the result of their cross and to have it test- 
ed by the considered opinion of good hound men. 

Hound shows do not prove that hounds can hunt. On the other 
hand, no Master is going to keep hounds in his pack that do not hunt 
so that the screening process should already have commenced before 
any Master sends his entry to a show. It is assumed that hounds 
which are being shown on the flags have all of the requisites in the 
field to qualify them as foxhounds. It then becomes important to 
have these hounds sorted from a conformation angle not only to give 
the individual breeder a chance to have his own opinion verified, but 
to give other masters an opportunity to check on the breeding ex- 
periments tried by other Masters. 

Masters of recognized hunts have very little opportunity to test 
breeding theories of other masters. It is unfortunate that recognized 
facilities for field trials such as is the case with 
all of the state foxhunters associations. Such trials would lend even 
further impetus to improved breeding procedures. As it is, however, 
there is the excellent hound show at the Rose Tree Club in September 
known for years as the Bryn Mawr Hound Show. Now a New Eng- 
land Hound Show becomes a splendid contemporary affair of parti- 
cular help to the Masters of the Northern places who find it hard to 
get to the Pennsylvania show. A number of Masters are holding 
puppy shows and this, too, is valuable in giving foxhunters a picture 
of what to look for in a properly made hound. 

Today, more than ever before, foxhunting needs the combined 
thinking of all of those interested in maintaining the sport. This 
combined thinking must come out of such meetings as the Litchfield 
Show. Not only are theories of breeding discussed and proven at 
such gatherings, but hound men can find other hound men who are 
all thinking upon the same lines. Can budgets be slashed to take 
care of decreasing individual incomes? Can countries be maintained 
through the cooperation of members of the field? Can hounds be 
successfully maintained through the services of a huntsman and one 
paid assistant? What is the most economical and practical kennel ? 
There are many questions like these to which foxhunters are giving 
much thought. The Master in the adjoining country may have an 
answer, but it has never occurred to him that his neighbor across the 
line might use this answer if he but knew it. 

Hound shows, as well as being good proving grounds, are the 
best of all clearing houses to strengthen foxhunting’s position in this 
country. The Haight family should certainly be congratulated in 
inaugurating this great addition to contemporary foxhunting. Shows 
like this insure foxhunting for youngsters who are still too busy 
growing up to think seriously about successful bloodlines, cold trails.

Show Ring Decisions Prove Valuable 
Guide To Hound Breeders Toward 


Developing Good Hound Conformation 





William J. Breen 


On Saturday, July 1, about 200 
people were guests of Mr. and Mrs. 
Sherman P. Haight at their lovely 
estate in Litchfield, Conn. The oc- 
casion was the inauguration of the 
Litchfield County Hound Show held 
under the joint auspices of the Mas- 
ters of Foxhounds Association of 
America and the American Fox- 
hound Club. All of us enjoyed equal- 
ly the hospitality of the members of 
the Litchfield County Hunt and a 
very gratifying hound show. 

The judging rings were located 
below the terrace on the lawn in 
back of the beautiful home. The 
lawn sloped down from the terrace 
and overlooked a deep valley with 
mountains in the far background. 
Although the day was warm, it was 
not too warm, with a gentle preeze 
blowing across the valley. The set- 
ting for the event could not have 
been more perfect. 

Eleven hunts exhibited hounds, 
and competition in nearly every 
class was exceptionally keen. Most 
of the hunts which participated were 
local, including Goldens’ Bridge, 
Fairfield County, Middlebury, Mill- 
brook, Carroll, Rombout and, of 
course, Litchfield. Others came from 
a distance—Groton, Millwood, Myo- 
pia and Meadow Brook. 

A large number of prominent fox 
hunting people were there, and I 
noticed several Masters of Fox- 
hounds including John Howland, M. 
F. H. Fairfield and Westchester; 
Chet La Roche, M. F. H. Fairfield 
County; C. Wadsworth Howard, ex- 
M. F. H. Fairfield and Westchester; 
George Clement, M. F. H. Myopia 
Hunt; Mrs. Marjorie Hewlett, Joint- 
Master Meadow Brook, with Robert 
Winthrop; and Mrs. Richard Daniel- 
son, ex-M. F. H. Groton Hunt. All in 
all it was a very distinguished gath- 
ering. 

We were all particularly impres- 
sed with the careful consideration 
given every entry by the judges. 
William duPont, M. F. H., Wilming- 
ton, Del., and Fletcher Harper, M. 
F. H. The Plains, Va., judged the 
American foxhounds. Frederic Bon- 
tecou, M. F. H., Millbrook, N. Y. and 
Homer Gray, M. F. H., Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y., judged the cross-bred fox- 
hounds. It was a happy selection of 
judges as probably no group of men 
in the country have a better back- 
ground of fox hunting and_ all- 
around knowledge of foxhounds. 

Mr. duPont had a particularly 
busy day. He told me he had been 
up since dawn supervising the breez- 
ing of his thirteen youngsters at his 
stables in Wilmington, as well as 
participating in the exercising of 
twenty horses he has there now in 





training. He finished at 8:30 and 
after a quick change he was off in 


his plane for Danbury, Conn., where. 


he was met and driven to Litchfield, 
about twenty-five miles away. He 
arrived in time to judge the first 
class with Mr. Harper at 10:00 
o’clock when the hound show start- 


Mr. Harper is well known to hunt- 
ing people all over the country. He 
left New York for Virginia some 
years ago and has been a leading 
Master in the Old Dominion ever 
since. Over the years no other hunt 
has developed a better pack of fox- 
hounds, famous for their red and 
white markings. The Litchfield 
pack, which Sherman and _ Fred 
Haight are building, shows Orange 
County blood in their lovely color- 
ing. 

As a matter of fact, my own per- 
sonal favorite at Rombout is a fox- 
hound of Orange County blood, a 
lovely looking bitch, Necklace, who 
recently had her first litter of pup- 
pies by Commander. Necklace is too 
light to win blue ribbons in the 
show ring, but is an excellent hound 
in the field—quick and extremely 
intelligent. We are looking forward 
a year from now to the results of 
mixing her blood with that of robust 
Commander when her puppies be- 
come young entry in the fall of 
1951. 

Like the other two judges, Fred- 
eric Bontecou and Homer Gray need 
no introduction. Mr. Bontecou has 
been M. F. H. at Millbrook for many 
years and we were delighted to see 
his pack win the blue ribbon for the 
best five-couple of American fox- 
hounds. It was a fine looking and 
well matched dog paek that re- 
sponded beautifully to expert hand- 
ling in competition with Litchfield 
and Middlebury. ; 

We do not want to move along 
with our description of this lovely 
day without paying tribute to the 
Middlebury Hunt. M. F. H. Dr. Gil- 
yard and his charming wife, togeth- 
er with a small group of enthusiasts, 
have built an excellent hunting pack. 
All of us were delighted when Mid- 
dlebury won a well deserved recog- 
nition last year. 

At noontime an intermission was 
called for drinks anew lunch. An en- 
ormous marquee had ibeen set up 
near the terrace and underneath this 
protection from the noonday sun a 
tremendous variety of cold dishes 
was offered to please the tastes of 
everyone. The assortment, in fact, 
made for most difficult decisions as 
everything looked so appetizing. 

The preparation for the hound 
show meant considerable work for

on the shoulders of Mrs. Sherman 
Haight, Sr., and her daughter-in- 
law, Peggy Graham Haight. These 
two ladies welcomed everyone and 
seemed to be everywhere at once. 


Excitement at the show § ring 
reached a peak after lunch when 
the gathering enthusiastically ap- 
plauded the championship award of 
the best American-bred dog hound 
in the show to Rombout Tom hand- 
led by Homer Gray. Rombout Tom 
went on to win the award of best 
American-bred foxhound of the show 
of either sex. Mr. Gray himself was 
nearly overcome. He has been breed- 
ing foxhounds at Rombout for over 
twenty-five years and it must be 
very gratifying to him to have re- 
ceived such recognition for his pati- 
ence and ability in breeding fine 
foxhounds. 

* Until this year when the Litch- 
field County Hunt organized this 
hound show, such events have been 
far too few in this neighborhood. 
The New York Hound Show was dis- 
continued during the war and, to my 
best knowledge, there has not been 
anything to replace it although the 
Bryn Mawr show continues at Rose 
Tree.

Anti-Bookmaking Bill Takes Up Time In 
Senate But Won’t Eliminate Availability 
Of Bookie To Prospective Bettors

This department has no- very 
grave objection to bookmaking. It 
is, to be sure, illegal. It is, to be 
surer still, a parasite on racing, 
contributing nothing but a little 
comeback money which it is afraid 
to hold, but for which it thinks it 
deserves credit, and the abuse of 
betting sometimes gets racing into 
trouble. But now, with Mr. Erick- 
son for the pokey, and with the 
Senate working on anti-bookmaking 
bills and working very dumbly, I 
may add—a few facts need to be 
set down, just in case you have for- 
gotten them. 


The presumption is that you, dear 
reader, as Mr. Thackeray used to 
say, live in some town or another, 
or near .one. The presumption is 
further that, being a subscriber to 
this periodical, you have some inter- 
est in horses. It may be, consequent- 
ly, that some time you want to bet 
on them. Well, breathes there a man 
with soul so dead that he does not 
know where to put his hand on a 
book? 


The suggestion is that you, as a 
private individual, either know 
where a bookmaker is operating, or 
that with a telephone call to a bet- 
ting friend you can find one. A man 
who sells heroin for a living may do 
so in a reasonable privacy, because 
the users are often ashamed of their 
failing and don’t talk. But no book- 
maker can operate without’ the 
knowledge of a considerable seg- 
ment of the population. Many peo- 
ple must know about him for him to 
make a living. 

And thence it follows, as the night 
the day, that the police force in your 
community knows just as much, or 
more. If a bookmaker stays in oper- 
ation it may be, on the best grounds, 
that the police, not conscious of any 
public sentiment against betting on 
the side, are not anxious to disturb 
him. It may be, also, that the police 
are getting paid to let him alone. 
Either way, bookmaking isn’t a busi- 
ness that can be kept in the dark. 

If you have had a bookmaker in 
your community for any length of 
time, therefore, you may take it as 
assured that your police are either 
being paid protection or just don’t 
give a damn. Consequently it seems 
idle to me to make such a to-do over 
a federal law to control] bookmak- 
ing, particularly when, as is the 
case with Senate Bill 3358, it won’t 
control bookmaking. There has been 
so much said on the subject of this 
bill that I hesitate to add more, but 
really the effect of it is to convince 
the non-betting public that book-

making is beyond the control of 
local authorities. 

It is perfectly true that bookmak- 
ing convictions are hard to get, and 
most prosecutors settle for a lesser 
charge rather than risk losing a case 
on a graver one. But all any local 
enforcement agency has to do is to 
keep raiding a book and destroying 
its equipment, and even if it never 
gets a conviction it can run the book 
out of business. Maul the customers 
to the bastille every day, and then 
turn them completely loose if need 
be, and they’ll quit coming around. 

This seems a’simple matter, but 
people seem to have overlooked it. 
There isn’t really much more sense 
to passing a‘ federal law directed 
against pookmaking than there 
would be to passing a federal law 
against illegal parking. In either 
case the matter is going to depend 
entirely on local enforcement. Book- 
making can’t be entirely stopped, 
any more than theft can be entirely 
stopped, but,it can ibe reduced to a 
minimum by any concerted police 
action. 

The plain truth is that racing in- 
terests have suffered bookmaking 
rather gladly. The local bookmaker 
is a convenient soufce of informa- 
tion on race results, and a handy 
spot to put a bet. Maybe that’s all 
right. But, as in Senate Bill 3358, 
the bookmaker is pulling trouble 
down on everybody, legitimate or 
not. The position of most organized 
racing and breeding groups has been 
merely to oppose this bill, without 
taking any stand against the books. 
Personally I think this smells. 


(Editor’s Note: The following ac- 
count of the Bast View Stakes was 
written before Win or Lose was dis- 
qualified because he carried the 
wrong weight): 

I suppose the East View Stakes 
could have been more surprising if 
Iliad had won instead of running 
3rd, because he was the eighth 
choice in eight betting interests. But 
the sixth, seventh, and eighth choic- 
es took the first three places, which 
is surprise enough. The track was 
slow, but this is hardly regarded as 
excuse enough for George D. Widen- 
er’s Battleship, which up to here 
had locked to be the best 2-year-old 
in the east. He was ‘‘there with a 
chance” at the top of the stretch, 
and he lost ground to finish th. 

Mrs. Elizabeth (Arden) Graham’s 
Maine Chance Farm, which had ship- 
ped in Silver Wings and Glen Lass- 
well to win the Great American 
Stakes, shipped in Win or Lose and

got small weight concessions, from 
two to five pounds, from the rest of 
the field. But he came away from 
his opposition in so determined a 
fashion that I doubt if the pound- 
age made much difference.’ Nullify, 
which he beat a half length, was 
coming from well back, but he had 
put away the pace—Battlefield and 
Northern Star—before this chal- 
lenge came. 


Henry Knight bred this colt, at 
his Almahurst Farm, on March 16, 
1948. He is by War Jeep, which you 
will remember as a Maine Chance 
campaigner several seasons ago, and 
winner of 10 races and $108,235, 
including this same Kast View Stak- 
es. His first crop included the stak- 
es winners Go Jeep Go and Feudin 
Fightin, so he seems launched quite 
well on his career as a sire. He is, 
you may know, a son of War Admir- 
al out of a Blue Larkspur mare. Un- 
masked, the dam of Win or Lose, did 
not race. She is a daughter of Pilate, 
and up to here had produced three 
previous winners, which were, res- 
pectively, by Omaha, Cravat, and 
*Sickle. The *Sickle foal was Old 
Kentucky, a pretty good winner 
which was 2nd in the American 
Derby, Arlington Classic, and other 
stakes. Win or Lose, which thus 
came to the sales with rather good 
credentials, cost $15,000 as a year- 
ling. There isn’t any question now 
that he was worth it, and I suppose 


that until something develops at 
Saratoga he’s the leading 2-year- 
old of the season. 

Something extra special was ex- 
pected of Black Douglas, which set 
a world record for 4 1-2 furlongs in 
his only start before the East View. 
He ‘didn’t run at all. His trainer is 
Max Hirsch, who commented after- 
ward, ‘He didn’t surprise me too.

as a kitchen had been finished, and 
is still substantially in its original 
form, with its great fireplace and 
brick oven. Nearby is the original 
old smoke house which has been 
used as such, continuously, from 
the beginning. 

“Between the house and the gar- 
den is the white frame cottage 
which served as the owner’s resi- 
dence while the brick house was 
under construction. This quaint 
cottage, now used as the estate of- 
fice, was built in 1796—tthe first 
building at Morven. 

“In 1930, the gardens were re- 
built. Old brick walls, the old Box- 
wood and the earliest known de- 
sign were retained to hold the 
charm which must always have dis- 
tinguished the gardens on this spot. 
Their unique location makes it im- 
possible to dissociate the gardens 
from their setting and the sweep- 
ing views over mountain and coun- 
tryside, or to limit them to the in- 
timacy of walled enclosures. 

“In a bay of the main garden, 
there is a special feature in tribute 
to Mrs. Charles A. Stone’s love for 
the gardens and her devoted effort 
to create a place of beauty for all 
to enjoy. 

“The farm of about 1,500 acres 
is two-thirds woodland and _ one- 
third cleared. There is’ thought 
to have been about 1,000 acres of 
cleared land on the property in the 
early days. This region is particu- 
larly adapted to grazing, and is 
ideal for the development of live- 
stock.’’ 

The above is an excerpt from a 
pamphlet published for Morven, but 
doesn’t nearly adequately describe 
the beauty and grandeur of the 
place. The gardens in particular 
are the kind you might see in some 
magazines, which in this case we 
would be unable to do justice to 
them, as they are so magnificent 
and in complete harmony with the 
surrounding countryside. One just 
has to see them to appreciate them 
to the fullest extent. 

To get myself onto slightly more 
familiar ground, Morven Stud will 


consign five yearlings to Saratoga. 
They include; a bay filly by *Rhodes 
Scholar—By Sea, by Pompey. This 
is the first foal out of By Sea, which 
was foaled in 1944 and was the 
winner of 9 races at 2 and 3, in- 
cluding the Hedgewood Handicap, 
Nancy Lee Handicap, and the Pharos 
Purse. 

A bay colt by By Jimminy— 
Springbob, by Pompey. Springbob 
is another young Pompey mare and 
this colt is her third foal. Her first 
foal was Africaine, a winner at 2 
in 1949. 

A bay filly by Pot o’Luck is also 
out of a Pompey mare, Frilled. 
Frilled was a winner at 2 and the 
producer of Mr. Pleat (by Flares), 
winner at 2, 3, and 4, including an 
allowance race. 

A bay colt by Apache—Peplum, 
by *Sickle. This colt is half-bro- 
ther to Let Me Thru, winner of 11 
races and $31,440 to the end of 
1949. He is also half-brother to 
the winners Fulgura, Baby Joanne, 
and Frilled. His dam, Peplum, a 
winner at 2, also placed in the Seli- 
ma, Schuylerville and Shawomet 
Stakes. The stakes winners Jabot 
and Cravat, (winner of 9 races and 
$121,305), are her full brothers. 

A bay filly by Johnstown—Excit- 
ing, by Stimulus winds up the Mor- 
ven Stud consignment. Exciting was 
foaled in 1942 and this is her se- 
cond foal. Her other foal was John’s 
Ex (by Johnstown), a winner at 2 
this year, as well as placing in the 
Hialeah Juvenile and Rosedale 
Stakes.

Joe Hogan Wins 
Suffolk Maiden 


Hurdle Stake 


Twenty-Seven Horses Go To 
Post In Three Hurdle Events 
For Week At Suffolk Downs

Hurdle racing returned to Suffolk 
Downs on Monday, July 10, with the 
initial running of the Suffolk Maid- 
en Hurdle Stake, a companion race 
to the maiden series run at Belmont 
Park, Delaware Park and Saratoga. 
Although 50 nominations were 
made for the Suffolk Maiden in 
March, only 7 went postward, but 
these 7 represented the best of the 
original 50 in training at the East 
Boston course. Suitably enough vic- 
tory went to Joe Hogan, a 4-year-old 
gelding by Bolingbroke—Stiminnie, 
running in the colors of Bayard 
Tuckerman, Jr., of Boston, whose 
name has been a familiar one in 
steeplechase circles at the hunt 
meetings and big tracks for many 
years. 

Unlike the conditions of the mai- 
den series, the Suffolk Maiden is 
run under handicap conditions, and 
Joe Hogan, a 4-year-old, was well 
weighted at 145 lbs. In fact consid- 
ering his weight and the company, 
Mr. Tuckerman tried to scratch his 
entry the morning of the race, but 
was dissuaded by track officials. At 
the start of this 1 3-4 mile test, Joc- 
key H. Harris got Joe Hogan off 
winging to a 2-length lead, an ad- 
vantage he never relinquished. In 
fact Jockey Harris repeatedly look- 
ed back over his shoulder during, the 
running of the race to make sure 
he still had competition behind him. 
For most of the journey J. C. 
Brady’s Boom Boom ran closest to 
him, but during the last quarter Joe 
Hogan’s lead was gradually whittled 
down as Boom Boom was joined by 
Syracuse Lad and *Wunderprinz in 
a challenge to the leader. Of these 
*Wunderprinz closed fastest of all 
and appeared to be a very danger- 
ous contender until he met the next 
to the last hurdle wrong. 


Over the last hurdle, Jockey 
Harris had to urge Joe Hogan, and 
the 4-year-old responded willingly 
to cross the wire 2 lengths in front. 
Boom Boom, the favorite, under an 
impost of 155, was second, 10 
lengths in front of Syracuse Lad, 
which toted 141 lbs., a considerable 
package for a 93-year-old, with 
Brooks Parker’s grey German im- 
port, Wunderprinz taking down the 
minor money award. Banner Waves, 
*Spleen and *Basalt completed .the 
field in that order, the last men- 
tioned, also a German import, run- 
ning in Mr. Parker’s name _ with 
*Wunderprinz. However, *Basalt did 
not take kindly to the Suffolk cour- 
se, jumping poorly all the way. 

Joe Hogan fenced well for the 
entire trip, and had set a fast pace, 
so it was not surprising to see a 
new track record hung up, 3:24 
8-5, exactly 4-5 of a second better 
than Big Sun’s mark set last year 
in the closing day handicap. 

The Norfolk Hurdles was run on 
Wednesday, and in contrast to the 
race on opening day when the crowd 
yelled all during the ‘running, and 
thoroughly enjoyed it, the Norfolk 
caused booing. The reason was that 
Starter Bob Frend got what looked 
to be a false break, in fact the riders 
themselves were pulling up, when 
he changed his mind and dropped 
the flag. The result was that 5 of 
the field of 10 went off as the first 
division, and the other 5 were 10 
lengths or more out of it. To make 
things worse, the 7 to 5 favorite, 
Escarp was in the second bunch and 
was left flatfooted at the break. 
Jockey G. Foot, younger brother of 
Jockey A. Foot, was the luckiest 
when the flag dropped and he jump- 
ed into the lead immediately with 
Walter Wickes, Jr.’s Strategy, and 
opened up several lengths before the 
field reached the first turn. 

By the time the field had come 
around the turn and passed by the 
Stands the first time, Escarp had 


‘ reached contention, along with Reno 


Sam and Wexford, the latter two 
having had a little better luck at the 
start. Going down the far side the 
second time, Strategy had no trou- 
ble in increasing his lead, and from 
there to the finish stretched it out 
to 9 lengths. Reno Sam closed well 


to take the place from Escarp which 
bobbled over the last hurdle, but 
still was far enough in front to hold 
*Army Canteen safe which finished 
4th. 


The crowd had booed the start, 
and they booed again as Strategy 
crossed the wire, and again when

the horses came back to unsaddle. 
It was unfortunate and points up 
the suggestion that the 1 1-2 miles 
distance, at which this race was 
run, should be eliminated because 
of the small space in which to start.

A Horseman and His Hobby 





Horseman’s Hobby (June 9th Issue) 
Extended To Harnessing Types and 
Breeds With Appropriate Equipment 





M. B. Mervis 


Up to this time I have attempted 
to outline in my previous articles 
how I started my hobby; how I 
went about finding artists to do the 
pieces and. some of my experiences 
with them and their problems. Nat- 
urally I feel that these phases are 
a great part of a hobbyist’s trou- 
bles or pleasure if you please, as 
they constantly keep you thinking 
and alert, and that tends to increase 
one’s enjoyment of collecting and 
waiting sometimes up to five years 
for a piece or group of pieces to be 
finished. 

Since the collection has grown 
to such a large number (787) of 
almost every species, type and breed 
of hcrse and mule with their -vary- 
ing colors, shapes, sides and posi- 
tions that are characterized,-I am 
now extending my hobby by harness- 
ing and grouping the various types 
and breeds with styles of harness 
and rig appropriate to their normal 
function. This branch has entailed 
the addition of another artist with 
still another style, capable of doing 
many things that I would hesitate to 
have the previously mentioned ar- 
tist attempt. 

I have such a man in my office, 


who has worked for me on and off: 


for ten years. His style again is 
different from that of the other 
gentlemen in that he is creative, his 
horses are very expressive, and odd 
happenings such as a horse biting 
his leg, indicating the action of a 
fly; or a horse running alongside 
of other horses and one throwing 
his head to stop his running mate; 
and many such expressions of life- 
likeness. He is also'a great carver 
of characters—each is different, 
witty and original. This branch of 
his artistry in itself is outstanding 
and is very important to me in mak- 
ing up and completing my settings, 
as will be understood as the descrip- 
tion of some of my hitches or set- 
tings are outlined. Incidentally, this 
gentleman’s wife is a great help to 
him in roughing in and cutting the 
miniature harness. This branch has 
now become quite a factcr and a 
large part of my collection, to say 
nothing of the interest it develops in 
those horsemen and laymen who 
see the models in my office, play- 
room at home, and mobile art gal- 
lery. It is surprising the many 
types of harness that were used in 
days past. At this writing I have 
some 52 settings and possibly 47 
different types of harness 
hitches; and as I go along, it is my 
intention to harness as many horses 
and reproduce as many types as 
possible, showing the duties they 
performed, either utility or show. 
This includes saddles and bridles, 
all made to exact scale and with 
minute detail. 

These settings are being mounted, 
with their conveyances and charac- 
ters, so that in viewing them, they 
look just like they did in life. 

With a hobby and a desire to have 
it complete, one goes on and on, and 
one branch always suggests another. 
So with all the above we are ex- 
tending our ideas and research into 
miniature rigs, and hawe stagecoach- 
es with six horses in action, with 
characters all worked out in the 
minutest detail; prairie schooners 
drawn by -horses, mules and oxen; 
brewery wagons with four Percher- 
ons and one with six Clydesdales; 
6-pony hitches; dray wagons with 
two and three horse hitches; steak 
wagons; dump carts, chariots, tally- 
hos, road coaches, show buggies with 
hackney horses and ponies; circus 
wagons with ten-horse hitches; doc- 
tors’ buggies, surreys, Victorias, and 
many other very interesting settings 
used years ago before the automo- 
bile, and those used today in Horse 
Shows. 

I am always looking for any min- 
iature rig in good condition and 
there are hundreds of types depict- 
ing rigs used years ago. 

In recent years I have found 
several craftsmen who enjoy making 
their small model rigs for me and 


in my , 


they are doing a great job and I 
am adding their pieces as fast as 
they can complete them. Some 
pieces are made to my specifications; 
others are taken from old carriage 
Or wagon builders’ catalogs which 
are given me or I buy when I find 
them. At times I find a lot of fine 
photographs and illustrations in old 
coach bouoks, which I buy to help 
me decide which type and construc- 
tion is most appropriate for the 
various horses I have and those I 
have harnessed. 

AS my collection grew and I had 
practically filled all the cabinet 
space in my office. I started moving 
those that I brought to my home, but 
I definitely made up my mind that I 
would never clutter up our home 
with them. However I felt sure I 
would build some day, and if I did 
would provide a separate room, ap-

propriately arranged to set off each 
piece or group. Then about ten 
years ago we moved to a farm and 
I then decided to collect old horse 
items. As I traveled I was constant- 
ly on the lookout for bits, spurs, 
carriage lamps, rosettes, crops, 
whips, harness turrets, rings, chains, 
buggy washers, saddles, sleigh bells, 
bridles harness, boots for harness— 
in fact as many different items as I 
could find pertdining to horses, 
used in the olden days; and it is 
surprising what I have found and 
accumulated. I have some pieces 
that even the old-timer doesn’t re 
cognize! 

For instance: I have over 400 dif- 
ferent types of bits, all in good con- 
dition and some very practical. Of 
course I have a lot of duplicates, 
but as time goes on we trade these 
for others that we don’t have. You 
would be surprised to know that we 
haven't covered the complete range, 
as different types and shapes are 
popping up constantly. We have over 
30 Old English coach whips and a 
variety of straight whips and crops, 
oddly made for varying purposes. 
Our colleetion of rosettes is very 
interesting as they range from the 
old-style leatherette to the finest 
silver, and old-fashioned glass with 
handsome figures; and the variat- 
ion is outstanding. We are adding 
more all the time as good old ones 
are located, providing they are dif- 
ferent. 

Since we moved to our farm, we 
are breeding and raising Arabian 
horses and fine harness show pon- 
ies. Our Arabian studs are crossed 
on many Thoroughbred mares as 
well as Cleveland Bays and some 
type draft mares, as many of the 
farm owners in our’country are real 
hunt enthusiasts and feel that the 





- ranging 


horses produced by this cross, gives 
them mounts that are fine jumpers 
dependable, fast, who learn and re- 
tain their training better than any 


other breeding they have used in 
the past. In addition, these individ- 
uals are fine-and develop with out- 
standing conformation. 

We are also crossing our Arabian 
studs with our Shetland pony mares 
and hope to produce a larger type 
of pony for the older children, and 
also capable for children to ride in 
the hunt. 

With the progress our Arabians 
and show ponies are making as we 
break and train them, we need cer- 
tain fundamental equipment such as 
breaking harness, driving harness, 
saddles, carts and buggies, and are 
now collecting all types of rigs and 
sundry equipment which, to say the 
least. is very interesting. 

With it all, we are watching the 
mental progress of our children and 
grandchildren, and are gratified 
with the results as they are all 
showing marked ability with their 
handling of our Arabian horses and 
ponies and with their horsemanship. 
Our grandchildren now are. follow- 
ing our original plan, and they are 
likewise learning to ride and drive 
our ponies. Some day I am sure, they 
will profit by their early training 
with these animals.

For years I had planned on ar- 
my collection of carved 
pieces so they could be shown to the 
public as a MINIATURE INTER- 
NATIONAL HORSE SHOW ” under 
the auspices of some charitable or- 
ganization so that it could be seen 
by school groups, State Fairs, 4-H 
Clubs, boys’ clubs, hobby shows, 
sport shows—in fact any public af- 
fair that would tend to encourage 
children to develop a hobby or try 
to produce some of the pieces or 
collect horses. 

When we do, it will compare fav- 
orably with a collection of horse 
items gathered by a very eminent 
living painter of horses who visited 
my office some years ago and said 
that in all of his travels throughour 
the world, he had never seen any- 
thing to compare. In fact this gen- 
tleman was employed by the Frencn 
Government years ago to make a 
collection for the Louvre in Paris, 


of all horse items; but could not 
find the true horse models to carry 
out their story; and he felt that 
some day my collection may find its 
way into some similar institution in 
this country, for the interest of the 
public and for posterity, as it does 
depict all breeds and their function 
known to man in minute detail, true 
to life. 


From the foregoing one can see 
the problems which presented them- 
selves when we decided to show 
part of our collection to the public. 
Each piece being an object of art, 
fragile, hand made from’ one piece 
of mahogany and irreplaceable, we 
had to consider 'the most practical 
and safest way of packing. 


My son Jack hit on the idea of a 
separate box lined with rubber foam 
and cut to fit each horse snugly. We 
tried this theory by hauling, ship- 
ping, and handling several cases 
packed; and his method was suc- 
cessful. He then felt that the most 
convenient method of transporting 
the miniature horses and most pre- 
sentable way to display them, would 
be to have a house trailer built to 
our design, in the form of a mobile 
art gallery.to our specifications. 


We therefore commissioned a 
trailer manufacturer to build a 33- 
foot unit with two rows of indivi- 
dual shadow boxes, individually and 
indirectly lighted, to bring out the 
color and expression of each piece 
displayed. 


We titled this showing ‘HORSES 
OF THE WORLD” and from our 787 
pieces selected 68 models of some 
33 breeds representing horses 
throughout the world; and to say 
the least, from the expressions of 
spme 5,000 people who viewed our 
Gallery in Washingon, D. C. (our 
first public showing) we were con- 
vinced that some fixed plan should 
be followed to show this unusual 
exhibit to schools and colleges so 
that the present generation, some of 
whom have very little understanding 
of the horse but love him irrespec- 
tive of their limited knowledge, can 
see the difference in the types, col- 
ors and expressions; as it goes with- 
out saying that the horse is rapidly 
going out of our lives and generally 
speaking, will be a thing of the past 
in the not too distant future. 

If one will review our government 
Statistics, this statement will be 
readily verified. 

It is also very interesting to note 
that at the Washington showing, we 
had the pleasure of visits from peo- 
ple from all over the world. 

The Ambassador of India and his 
aide said: ‘‘As horse lovers, it is 
indeed a pleasure to see this unique 
collection.” 

Several people from London, Eng- 
land said: ‘‘This display was worth 
going a long ways to see.” 

People from South America said: 
“The greatest showing we have ever 
seen. We hope you bring it to our 
country.” 

A movie actor from Hollywood 
said: “This gallery of beautiful 
horses is out of this world.” 

College professors and deans said: 


“An excellent exhibit—the best 
we've ever seen.”’ 
Hundreds of other people who 


signed our Guest Book; and repre- 
sented a cross section of the Ameri- 
can Public from many walks of life 
and vocations—some who under- 
stood horses and others who were 
just amazed at the comprehensive 
presentation, expressed themselves 
equally as enthusiastically, which 
proved to me that they too had gain- 
ed some knowledge of THE HORSE 
and appreciated our presentation.

Keeping A Show Horse Fit 





Unlimited Skill, Knowledge and Untold 
Care Needed To Keep Horse Fit and Well 
Enough To Reach Top and Stay There

Keeping a horse fit and _ well 
through weeks of intensive showing 
is not a simple task. Day after day 
of grueling galloping and jumping 
over a big hunter course in mud and 
rain or extreme heat demands a 
great deal and a horse must be fit 
and well to stand it. 

When an entire group of horses 
shows steadily throughout an entire 
season with soft and shining coats, 
the best proof of real health, it is 
obvious that a great deal of care and 
thought has gone into the prepara- 
tion of these horses. I asked Joe 
Hale if he would tell me the system 
he used that invariably brought his 
horses into the ring looking like the 
proverbial million dollars, no mat- 
ter how many weeks they had been 
showing. 

“Keeping a show horse in top con- 
dition is a year-around job,” Mr. 
Hale said. “To start at the begin- 
ning, all my horses are turned out 
during the winter, though they are 
not completely roughed off. The far- 
ther a horse is allowed to go down 
during the off season, the longer 
and harder it will be to take him up 
when the time comes. The horses’ 
hind shoes are taken off and they 
are turned into a paddock for at 
least an hour a day, weather permit- 
ting. They are blanketed in the 


nn a 





and slow jog, with no jumping.”’ 

“What about your young horses?” 
I asked. ‘“‘How do you prepare them 
for their first shows?’ 

“It is a very good plan to take a 
young horse to a show or two with 
the older horses before actually en- 
tering him. A youngster has a lot to 
get used to; the van ride, for in- 
stance, will worry him and he will 
seldom lie down in a strange stall. 
It is difficult to get him to eat, and 
al] this is hard enough on him with- 
out putting him through the added 
strain of showing. 

“The young horse _ is hacked 
around the grounds during’ the 
show, where he can hear the loud- 
speaker and get used to the crowds 
of people. He is taken over’ the 
course a time or two and given a 
chance to adjust himself to the com- 
pletely strange and often terrifying 
sights and sounds of a show. 

“This preparation is important for 
every young horse, but it is essential 
for one that has been on the track 
and it must be continued until the 
youngster understands that he is 
not expected to race. 

“It is a very good idea to braid a 
young horse’s tail once or twice be- 
fore his first show, as the braiding 
will e¢ertainly pother him at first 
and he will often kick out until he

stable to keep their coats down, but 
they are never clipped. 

“Every night they are given 
steamed feed, prepared in an electric 
cooker. Each horse has a wine glass 


of raw linseed oil mixed into his 
feed at night. 
“When they are taken up six 


weeks before their first show, the 
cooked feed is stopped and they get, 
instead, grain and a prepared horse 
feed as well as all the fresh water 
they want; a bucket of water is kept 
in their stalls at all times. They get 
all the good grooming possible. For 
the first week they are exercised at 
long, slow walks and then at a walk 
and jog, with an occasional turn in 
the corral for those that need the 
schooling. If, for some reason, the 
horses have to stay in their stalls 
for a day, they are exercised at a 
walk only the next day. This is very 
important, as a great deal of dam- 
age can be done to a horse by riding 
him hard after he has been idle a 
day. 

“The made horses are never 
schooled once they are ready, though 
they are taken once over the course 
the day before or the morning of a 
show to familiarize them with the 
fences and turns. 

“During a show the horses are 
given all the feed they will eat and 
are fed three times a day. Between 
shows they are exercised at a walk

gets used to the strange feeling. 

“With preparation like this a 
young horse’s first show will not be 
an ordeal. He will take things as 
they come because he is familiar 
with them and he will keep his mind 
on his jumping, undisturbed by the 
»ssights and sounds that frightened 
him at first. 

“In this way the horse will have 
had experience before his first show 
and he will be mentally, as well as 
physically, prepared for his showing 
career. 

“As for schooling a young horse, 
I can give you no set rule. Each 
horse is an individual and must be 
handled accordingly. The only rule 
I have is to keep all schooling to 
the absolute minimum with all the 
horses, young or old, and to keep in 
mind the fact that a show is not 
the place to school a young horse. If 
he is not ready, keep him at home. 

“T have found through experience 
that a show horse is born, not made. 
Some horses are bored by showing 
and though they may be improved by 
schooling, they will seldom turn 
into really outstanding show horses. 
A top horse loves to show from the 
word go.” 

This conversation proved to me 
that, although anyone can own a 
good horse, it takes unlimited skill, 
knowledge and untold care to keep 
this horse fit and well enough to 
rise to the top—and stay there.

Alarm met and 
defeated his sister Alert in the 
Litchfield Bowl for the champion 
crosshred hound of the show under 
the careful scrutiny of Messrs. Fred- 
eric H. Bontecoun and Homer B. 
Gray, judges, and it is interesting to 
note that this handsome black and 
tan and white dog hound and his 
sister were the only two puppies of 
this litter, and, though unlike in 
color, are as alike as two peas in 
style of build, freedom of movement, 
and gayness of disposition. The 
Fairfield and Westchester Bowl for 
the crossbred pack class was unani- 
mously awarded to the beautifully 
matched and mannered Myopia 
pack, with the 2nd going to the Mea- 
dow Brook pack. 


The honors in the American divi- 
sion were much more spread around 
and the competition was keen right 
up to the final championship ribbon. 
The class for single unentered dog 
hounds was won by Litchfield Bra- 
zen, a red hound, Millbrook Jack, 
2nd, and Litchfield Bellman, 3rd. 
The single entered dog hound class 
drew twenty entries, and after care- 
ful and painstaking consideration 
hv Messrs. Fletcher Harper and Wil- 
liam duPont, Jr., judges, was award- 
ed to Rombout Tom ’49, the 2nd 
going to Fairfield Trigger and, 3rd 
to Millbrook Buck ’48. A nice class 
for couples of entered dog hounds

Henry Alken’s Humor 
Great Contribution To 
Sporting Painting 


To no other sporting artist has 
been given a greater faculty of por- 
traying foxhunting as fun than to 
Henry Alken. His sporting prints 
are filled with gaiety, color and en- 
joyment. Despite sporting  vicissi- 
tudes and disasters of every hue and 
character, the artist keeps laughing 
at them through his pictures. 

F. M. Young of Racine, Wisconsin 
has four very fine prints by H. Alk- 
en, which he has kindly sent us for 
reproduction on the cover of The 
Chronicle. One of these appears this 
week, entitled Full Cry. Many fox- 
hunters have seen similiar Alkens 
and in every case the reaction is in- 
variably ‘“‘Aren’t those old boys 
giving themselves one grand time.” 

Some critics claim Alken out of 
date and a back number but such 
men never can explain the continued 
popularity of Alken pictures. They 
continue to be reproduced on a hun- 
dred and one different mediums to 
illustrate the gaiety of a hunting 
scene. No other artist has ever been 
able to bring. the joy of hunting 
home with such vividness and for 
that reason the works of old Henry 


.Alken will probably remain unrival- 


led in popularity. 

The stately hunting pictures of 
other artists are beautiful composi- 
tions. They express the dignity, the 
wealth, the beauty of the chase but 
even such great names as Marshall, 
Stubbs, Ferneley cannot compare 
with the indefinable spirit of Henry 
Alken. Who else can hurl a rider 
into a brook, over a bull ftnch, or 
throw him head over heels into a 
blackberry hedge with such eclat? 
To Henry Alken must go the credit 
of instilling humor into 18th cen- 
tury sporting art, a humor after- 
wards copied by Randolph Caldecott 
and John Leech. This spirit that the 
artist knew so well how to depict is 
that joyous one, known so well to 
foxhunters of every age, the spirit 
that puts heart over the fence first 
and waits to see if more mundane 
items such as mount and man will 
follow after.

“ROURTH CATEGORY” 

“T thoroughly disagree with your 
Mr. Sidney Culver’s statement as to 
the ‘Fourth category for prospective 
sires’. ‘Sires which have won a 
handicap or two and whose owners 
want them to go back to the farm 
when their racing days are over, so 
will give them to almost anyone 
who is qualified to keep a stud. The 
least said of this particular type the 
better. As far as I am concerned 
they should be put down or at least 
castrated’,’”’ remarked a visitor to 
the editoral office. 

“Bringing to mind just a few case 
histories knocks this line of think- 
ing into the proverbial ‘cocked hat’. 
Pilate, considered by many as the 
best sire that ever stood in Virginia, 
won only $22,920. He was a winner 
of 24 races, only one of which was a 
stake. A fair record, but certainly 
not one that would warrant anyone 
getting excited over his stud pro- 
spects. Yet his get has won over 3 
million dollars and include 5 win- 
ners of over $100,000. (Phalanx, 
Royal Governor, Eight Thirty, Miss 
Doreen, and Service Pilot). 

“Mentor raced only at three, won 
one of his two starts. However, he 
sired Wise Counsellor, whose racing 
and stud record alone justified his 
chance at stud. 

“Arigotal won $17,365, but when 
put to stud sired the stake horses 
Roman In, (a member of the “I beat

However, as a citizen 
of a democracy, I am entitled to my 
own opinions and if someone with a 
‘fourth category’ prospect wishes to 
spend his time and money breeding 
a fourth class mare to him—vwell, 
what the hell—it’s his time and 
money. Evidently he hasn’t' the 
means to pay a big stud fee or buy 
a high priced broodmare, but maybe 
the breeding of Thoroughbreds has 
gotten into his blood. And if that is 
bad for the breeding industry or for 
the sport of racing, then we may as 
well relegate racing back to its class 
as ‘the sport of kings’ or to the sel- 
ect few who have the wherewithall 
to do it in the grand manner.”
